Tll.s end thet Grandfather Glisha olxen hud been a soldier of the 
civil Gar, Veguely I recalled the neacn of his brothers and aistera, 
my gunta Jophing Sve, ond Seme, and my unclea Ollie and Frank; -- 
tnd gomo of bia uncles end aunts: Gavid and Jeno fiayz doe wid 
Frenkle Sicsolag; “eyne and Harrison Dixon, Gut fros the time of 
hia death in 1909, until thanksgiving Duy, 1931, I snew little 
more than this. 


Oma the lutter dato, with ay poet I wea st my wother's home 
&t Kehokea, “o,, the town where 1 was born: nd reared, I wea regret- 
ting t'e fuct that I know nothing of i,N,dlxon's faaily, when 
Yother gaid; “If you will get out your fcthor'’s old ledger, you 
will find @ record of the Dixon faally that he and his aother get

The moat of us, do atudying ecloeniel hKietory in cur sehoal 
days did net catch even @ gliapse of the Neguletor dovexent, 
which wad really our firat sbortive revolution, It was Insugurated 
by the Quaker community of Orange Gountym, 4.¢., ss & peaceful 
protest to Governor Tryon &rainat excessive taxes, Tose yuakers 
purcheaed & printing preas, aad published wii circulated fur and 
Wide, petition after patition to tha Governor againat oxiuting 
dlla, One of the first oulls for wa meeting of pouceful petition 
waa aiened by 12 lo&ding ginker cltizens, including Siaon Dixon 
and Wiliten Coax, 


But what waa intenied to ba & paneeful protest aoon became a 
Violent outbreak ageinst the colonial governaent. The meverent 
began about 1767, seni it was wiped cut in 1770, when Gevernor Tryon 
sent trospe acainst the Reculators, de defonted them in an open 
battle on the Allananae, Yay 16, 1776, took a mumber of prisoners, 
and hanged ssven of the londera at uiftabsro. the other leaders 
werg indicted by the Crown, Wut the cases (which by tha way ars said 
to be gtill open eanes Ain tne British CouWs) were never tried, The 
indictzents were held &a 4 threat ageinet then, many were Loreed
